pressure. The air pressure unloader makes the Curtis compressor especially 
economical and desirable for intermittent service. The controlled-splash oiling 
system, with its regulatable sight feed of the oil fed to the cylinder, its consequent 
saving in oil and attention, is another feature found only in the Curtis compressor. 
The discharge for the water circulation is taken from the heads or, in other words, 
at the highest point of circulation, so that there is never any possibility of the 
hot water becoming pocketed or trapped in the heads, and there is no possibility 
of water circulating without passing through the heads and around the valves. 

Capacities and Speeds. Capacities of Curtis compressors are approximately 
the same as other machines of similar cylinder size. The speeds necessary to 
obtain these capacities are somewhat greater than we formerly employed. In 
order to meet the higher speed requirements of modern machinery, changes have 
been made in the design of valves, bearings, piston and connection rods without 
sacrificing satisfactory and economical operation under the higher recommended 
speeds. The new machines have been operating at these speeds for over a year 
under actual working conditions, so that there has been ample opportunity to 
prove they are entirely successful. 


Cooling. Curtis Model “A” compressors 
are made water cooled only. The thorough 
water jacketing of the cylinders and the heads 
and the discharge of the water at the highest 
point in the circulation insures maximum 
cooling and, therefore, maximum efficiency. 
Thermosyphon system of cooling can be suc- 
cessfully used in connection with these ma- 
chines, although we always advise forced 
circulation. 

Capacity. Large valve port areas, light 
valves, small clearances, large water cooling 
area surrounding cylinders, heads and valves; 
large and generous bearings, comparatively 
few working parts and the controlled-splash 
regulatable sight feed lubrication system in- 
sures large capacity and permits of reasonably 
high speeds. Curtis compressors by actual test

feed glass. ciency. We will be glad to give volumetric 

efficiency ratings for different speeds and pressures upon request. Claims of volumet- 
ric efficiency on any other basis but the Compressed Air Society Standard do not 
mean anything. To make a comparison, it must be on the same basis. All repu- 
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table compressor manufacturers have adopted the Compressed Air Society Stand- 
ard. Compressors in operation in our own plant at excessive speeds, high pressures 
and constant service over a period of several months, prove our claims for efficient 
cooling, perfect lubrication, proper valve design and construction, and that reason- 
ably high speeds are permissible. 

Frame. Frame is of the box type, sufficiently heavy to absorb the vibration. 
The base has wide flanges bearing on foundation throughout their entire length. 

Crank Case. Compressor is completely enclosed in a dust-proof case to elimi- 
nate as far as possible difficulty with dust and dirt getting into bearings and oil 
supply. There are four covers, easily removable, provided so that all bearings 
can be exposed for adjustment or repair and oil supply put into reservoir. 

Cylinders. Cylinders are single acting (no stuffing boxes) and are made 
of hard, close-grained iron, suitable for long and continuous wear, accurately 
bored and finished by reaming to insure absolute roundness and exact diameter 
and to reduce the wear. The thickness of the walls will permit reboring if neces- 
sary after long period of operation and after rebored are still suitable for the pres- 
sure for which the compressor is designed. We operate our own foundry and run 
nothing but compressor castings and in the same we use an imported nickel- 
chrome iron to get density and hardness. 

Pistons are hollow, cast in one piece, and of the long trunk type. They are 
ground to size and each provided with three ground piston rings, carefully fitted 
and forming a perfect sliding joint with uniform pressure on their entire circumfer- 
ence. The rings, after being turned, are cut and then sprung together, and ground 
to the exact diameter of the cylinder. The wrist pin is hardened and ground to 
gauge. In the 6x6 single and all double cylinder sizes, where the pin is tight 
in the piston, the connecting rod is fitted with a removable phosphor-bronze piston 
pin bushing. 

Power. By unbiased tests taken under actual service conditions, the horse 
power mentioned in the table is the actual energy used during those tests. It 
is only natural that Curtis compressors require a minimum of power, since they 
have no crossheads, guides or stuffing boxes to produce friction, and since the 
cylinders, heads and valves are water cooled and the clearances are reduced to 
a minimum, it permits the air taken into the cylinders to remain as cool as possible 
and therefore give maximum capacity with the least power. 

Pressure. The 4>^" x 4>£" size is designed for pressures up to 250 pounds — 
larger sizes from 100 to 200 pounds, depending on speed of operation.

Gear , Chain or Belt Drive 

Economy. The economy of 
small belted compressors com- 
pared to direct steam-driven 
machines is very marked. The 
most uneconomical steam user 
is the air brake pump. The 
small direct steam-driven com- 
pressor with flywheel is also 
very uneconomical, but a good 
belt-driven air compressor 
driven from a good engine will 
compress an equal amount of 
air with from one-half to one- 
quarter of the steam consump- 
tion of either. The Curtis 
compressor with air pressure 
unloader is, therefore, the logi- 
cal compressor for capacity up 
to 250 cubic feet per minute. 

Attention. As our com- 
pressors have the controlled- 
splash oiling feature, less 

attention is required than by competing machines, and as the parts are few, readily 
accessible and very simple, a skilled attendant is not needed. The simplicity 
practically eliminates the necessity of adjustment and chances for breakdowns, 
also greatly reduces the friction and thereby also the amount of oil and power 
required. The few adjustments are very simple and the operation easily under- 
stood. All wearing parts are of liberal dimensions and the maintenance cost is, 
therefore, practically nothing. A glance tells you the level of the oil in the crank 
case, something not easily determined in other splash-oiling machines. 

Dirt and Dust. It is, of course, never advisable to run any machine in a 
place full of dust and grit. The Curtis compressor, however, is fully enclosed; 
furthermore, there are no crossheads, slides, guides, shoes or stuffing boxes, 
therefore, a Curtis compressor is the logical choice in unfavorable, dusty and 
dirty locations. 


Although fully enclosed, if necessary the crank case on all Curtis double- 
cylinder air compressors can be opened on all four sides — making all parts operat- 
ing in crank case easy of access and open to inspection. 
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Water Circulation Pump. With the water discharge at the high point of 
circulation, it is entirely practical to use the thermo-syphon system of circulation 
on a Curtis compressor. We, however, can furnish, when desired, a water circu- 
lation pump to give a forced circulation to insure a faster and cooler circulation 

and thus securing the 
maximum efficiency. 
Drain cock for pump is 
provided. 


Electric Belt 
Drive. We recom- 
mend the flat belt type 
of electric drive as 
preferable to either 
chain or gear drive, for 
it is more flexible, 
more nearly noiseless, 
less severe on the 
motor and less expen- 
sive. 


Silent Chain 
Drive. We are pre- 
pared to furnish chain 
drive of the various types if a drive of this kind is specified or insisted upon after 
taking into consideration our recommendation for the flat belt drive. The different 
styles of silent chain each have their advantages and disadvantages and the 
selection as to the type is left entirely to the customer. 


Gear Drive. Absolute minimum 
floor space conditions are the only 
ones under which we recommend 
the gear drive. The action of the 
compressor is such that the lack of 
flexibility in a gear drive transmits 
pulsations directly to the motor 
armature which will in time break 
down the insulation, thus necessitat- 
ing more frequent rewinding and 
increasing the maintenance cost. 

Where the gear drive is furnished, 

we, however, supply cut flywheel 

, , . , , . . WE always recommend belt drive 

gear and rawhide motor pinion with 

bronze flanges to make the drive as nearly perfect as a gear drive can be made. 

Iron Base. Iron base for the belted style is a convenience, but not a necessity, 
for the motor compressor and belt tightener can just as readily be mounted on 
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any good foundation. An iron base, however, is necessary on a gear drive in 
order to insure proper and permanent alignment of the gears. 

Belt Tightener. Long belt centers are always advisable, but, when lack 
of space makes this impossible, a Curtis adjustable combination idler and belt 
tightener will enable a short and efficient belt drive to be obtained. 

Connections. Suction and discharge openings are of liberal size, in order 
to reduce friction losses and are located below the heads so that pipe connections 
do not have to be loosened or the pipe bent in order to remove the cylinder heads 
which contain all valves. The heads on a double cylinder machine can be removed 
independent of each other. The valves and air pressure unloader can be removed 
without removing the heads. 

Repair. All parts of the machine are made to template and are interchange- 
able. All castings have pattern letter and number. A complete record is kept 
of every machine and a full line of parts is carried so delays are avoided where 
replacements are wanted in a hurry. In ordering replacement parts, always give 
number of compressor stamped on the name plate of each machine. 

Pulleys. Flywheel is large in diameter and heavy, thereby imparting a 
steady, nonpulsating drive. The face and edges are turned perfectly true and 
have wide belt face to give long life to the belt. Standard loose pulley with re- 
newable bushing and grease cup or special pulleys can be furnished if desired. 

Motors for Electric Drive. We regularly furnish the outfit complete with 
motor of any standard make, but if so desired can furnish the outfit less the motor. 
If customer furnishes his own motor, the speed of same should not exceed approxi- 
mately six times the speed of the compressor. Motors at lower speed are satis- 
factory. For direct current, use compound wound motors. 

Compressors for Portable Outfits. These 
compressors may be mounted on trucks for portable 
work, driven either by electric motor or internal 
combustion engine. Also may be mounted on 
trailers to be handled by a tractor and driven by 
tractor engine. This is a most satisfactory arrange- 
ment for highway work requiring compressed air. 

Lubrication. Controlled splash with regulat- 
able sight feed. The oil is not splashed by the 
connecting rod. It is picked up by knife blade 
throwers on the crank shaft, thrown in a definite 
direction and led by distributing ribs just where it 
ought to go. The oil for the cylinder is thrown on 
a rotatable plate from which it drops, passing into 
the cylinder. If the full surface of this plate is 
presented, the maximum amount of lubrication is 
delivered to the cylinder. As you turn the plate from 
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Sectional Views Curtis Model “A” 
Compressor 

the vertical, the lesser amount of lubrication is delivered to the cylinder. You 
cannot turn the plate so that no oil will be delivered. Feed is visible through 
a sight feed glass and feed can be changed by simply unloosening two little screws 
and turning the plate until the proper lubrication is obtained. After right feed 
is once set, no further regulation 
is necessary during the life of the 
machine. A filling gauge on the 
crank case shows the exact 
amount of oil in the crank case 
and serves also as a drain. With 
this system, there is no excess 
lubrication, no external leakage, 
and no attention is required 
except to occasionally fill the 
reservoir in the base and drain 
out the oil three or four times a 
year. With the same amount of 
oil, Curtis compressors will run 
several times as long as any com- 
peting machine. Full instructions 
for operating are etched on a neat 
brass plate and attached to the 
front of each compressor. 

Water Jackets completely 
surround the cylinders, heads and 
valves, giving much greater cool- 
ing surface than a double-acting 
machine of the same capacity. 

The discharge opening for the 
water is in the heads or at the 
highest point, so that it is never 

trapped or pocketed in the heads. Thermo-syphon system of circulation is, there- 
fore, perfectly practical with a Curtis compressor. A water circulation pump can 
be furnished when a faster and cooler circulation is desired. Drain cocks are 
provided in the water jackets, also in the circulation pump when the latter is 
furnished.

This flexible or compensating wheel gives our machine a decided advantage, 
in that it reaches the low as well as the high spots of the floor, where a solid wheel 
makes a bridge, necessitating rubbing the low spots by hand. This means con- 
siderable extra cost. 

This wheel is composed of three individual members or castings, which carry 
the abrasive; these are so arranged that they are free to move independently of 
one another, thus following the lay of the floor and producing a uniform surface. 



The wheel is placed directly under the motor, and carries nearly all the weight 
of the machine. It is easily connected to the machine by simply pressing down 
on the handle, thus raising the front end of it, then placing the driving shaft in 
the recess in the center of the wheel. The weight of the machine keeps it firmly 
in place. 

We now have two styles of abrading blocks; the curved shape, shown in the 
illustration, is cemented to the castings. The other style is conical or round 
blocks, tapered at one end and fit into corresponding tapered holes in the castings, 
requiring no cement. These can be readily removed or replaced.

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Cavicchi Base Rubbing Machine 



This machine is designed for rubbing bases, borders on floors, stair treads 
and steps, principally of Terrazzo, Marble, Artificial Stone, Wood, etc. 

The head of the machine swivels and can be set at any required position for 
rubbing straight, bevel, or sanitary cove bases; borders on the floor close up to 
the base, where a Floor Surfacer cannot reach; also stair treads, steps, and a large 
variety of other work.
